Reasons for allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Closet prior 
art found is Peter Friedhoff etal. (Biochemistry 1998, 37, 10223-10230). Peter Friedhoff 
teaches a method of using the thioflavin S or T derivatives, in the diagnosis, which can 
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be used to stain amyloid-like deposits and neurofibrillary tangles in postmortem brains. 
The method can be used to quantify the formation of paired helical filaments from tau 
protein, but fails to teach the claimed invention (i.e., a method for determining the Braak 
neuropathological staging of Alzheimer disease progression). A thorough search of the 
prior art did not bring forth a method for determining the Braak stage of neurofibrillary 
degeneration associated Alzheimer disease.
